ions features, is that proposed by 
M. M. Watson, representative from 
Lincoln county. Mr. Watson’s meas­ 
ure, in general, would require a bill 
of sale to be issued by a dealer 
when a car is sold, this bill of sale 
to 
accompany 
the 
automobile 
through all its changes of ownership, j 
In each instance of change of own­ 
ership, the sale would be recorded 
on the original bill of sale, properly j 
authenticated and witnessed. 
The seal, according to Mr. Wit? 
son, would be the key to his theft j 
Prevention idea. Each dealer would j 
be compelled to have his own seal, 
and the possession of a car, without 
the bill of sale with the dealers’ ; 
seal and record of change of own- ; 
ership, if any, would be accepted i 
as evidence of committment of a 
misdemeanor ana would lead to in­ 
vestigation into the history of the 
automobile's ownership.

OKLAHOMA IS NOW 
FOURTH IN COTTON 
GROWING IN.SOUTH 


(B y the Associated Presa) 
OKLAHOMA 
CITY.— With 
the j 
Oklahoma cotton crop estimated at 
1,300,000 equivalent to 500 pound 
bales on December I by the federal 
bureau of crop estimates and the 
state board of agriculture, but three! 
states— Texas, Georgia and 
South 
Carolina— will produce more cotton 
during the year 1920 than Oklaho­ 
ma, 
deciares a 
report issued 
by 
these two offices co-operating on the 
cotton outlook in the state. 
Although the yield per acre has 
been better this year than during 
any year on record, the report says 
it does not follow that the number 
of bales ginned will include the en­ 
tire production, as many field have 
been abandoned or given but the 
first picking. 
The eastern third of the state 
showrs the heaviest yields in the re­ 
port, an average of 300 pounds of 
Lint being common in all parts, for 
a total production which will con­ 
siderably exceed the crop of 1919. . 
The west and southwest districts of 
the slate have not ginned half as 
many bales thus far this year as 
were ginned during the 1919-1920 
season, the report declares. Rains 
and the necessity of replanting has 
made the crop 
much 
later 
than 
usual. 
“Adair, Cherokee, Haskell, Hughes 
Latimer, Mayes, * Pittsburg, 
Semi­ 
nole and Sequoyah counties have a1-1 
ready ginned more bales than their 
total 
last 
season," 
it is said 
in 
the report, “and 
notwithstanding 
the discouragement felt by all cot­ 
ton growers, the rate of ginning is 
keeping pace with the percentage 
ginned in average years." 
A large per cent of the cotton 
crop now being abandoned^ would 
be saved bv a rise in the price I 
of the product, concludes the r e -j 
port.
